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REMARKS 

This is intended as a full and complete response to the Final Office Action dated 
March 22, 2007, having a shortened statutory period for response set to expire on June 
22, 2007. Please reconsider the claims pending in the application for reasons 
discussed below. 

Claims 1-16 remain pending in the application and are shown above. Claims 17- 
22 stand withdrawn by the Examiner and are cancelled by Applicant without prejudice. 
Claims 1-9 stand rejected and claims 10-16 are indicated to be allowable by the 
Examiner. Reconsideration of the rejected claims is requested for reasons presented 
below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by Weber {U.S. 
Patent No. 4,257,682, hereafter Weber). 

Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection on the ground that Weber does not 
teach or suggest each and every element sent forth in claims 1-9. 

Weber teaches a peanut seed treating machine for distributing peanuts into an 
annular curtain of free falling peanuts and emitting liquid chemical to the peanuts 
(Abstract). The Examiner asserts that l//eber teaches a substrate support assembly 17 
and a disk shaped member 32 positioned parallel to a substrate 20 supported on the 
substrate assembly 17. Applicant respectfully submits that element 17 of Weber \s an 
upright housing with an open end to receive seeds (Figure 2, column 2 lines 43-55) and 
element 20 of Weber is an annular flange configured to be connected to a tumbling 
barrel (Column 2 lines 54-58). Weber does not teach or suggest a substrate support 
assembly or a substrate supported on the substrate support assembly, as set forth in 
claim 1 . 

Accordingly, l/l/eberdoes not teach or suggest a fluid processing cell configured 
to control the temperature of a substrate during processing comprising a substrate 
support assembly positioned in a processing volume, a disk shaped member positioned 
in the processing volume in parallel orientation with a substrate supported on the 
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substrate support assembly, a fluid outlet positioned in a central location of the disk 
shaped member, and a plurality of turbolators extending upward from an upper surface 
of the disk shaped member, the turbolators being configured to generate a uniform 
turbulent flow of fluid traveling from the fluid outlet to a perimeter of the substrate, as 
recited in claim 1 and claims dependent thereon. Claims 1-9 are believed to be in 
condition for allowance. Withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 

In conclusion, the references cited by the Examiner, alone or in combination, do 
not teach, show, or suggest the invention as claimed. 

The secondary references made of record are noted. However, it is believed that 
the secondary references are no more pertinent to the Applicant's disclosure than the 
primary references cited in the Final Office Action. Therefore, Applicant believes that a 
detailed discussion of the secondary references is not necessary for a full and complete 
response to this Final Office Action. 

Having addressed all issues set out in the Final Office Action, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the claims are in condition for allowance and respectfully 
request that the claims be allowed.
